Blaine. there can be no doubt that j 
the forces which believe in constitu- j 
tional government and in the evolu- 
tion of our social and political institu- 
tions along the broad lines we have al- 
ways adhered to constitute a large 
majority of the people in Wisconsin. 
The only problem, therefore, is to con- 
solidate this element on the side of 
good government. There is one funda- 
mental requirement essentiaMo such 
consolidation arid that is tKe laying 
aside temporarily of partisan and fac- 
tional strife. 


We think it will occur to all who are 


trulv concerned about the political sit- 
uation that there are times when the 
public interests and the welfare of so- 
ciety can be served only by breaking 
down party lines and standing togeth- 
er as common citizens. We think it 
will be agreed that when good govern- 
ment is clearly at stake it demands the
